engaged in crossing the roadway 
until such pedestrian shall have 
passed beyond the path of said 
vehicle. 

The operator of a vehicle shall 
stop before entering any cross- 
walk when any other vehicle pro- 
ceeding in the same direction 1s 
stopped at such crosswalk. At 
crossings where traffic officers 
are on duty all vehicles and pe- 
destrians shall move at the direc- 
tion of the officer. 

Traffic District 

Within the central traffic dis- 
trict which includes that portion 
of the city on Macdonald avenue 
from: First street to Twenty-third 
street, and Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, 
Ninth and Tenth streets from Mac- 
donald avenue to Nevin—or a busi- 
}ness district no pedestrian shall 
cross a roadway other than by a 
crosswalk. Outside of the central 
traffic district or a business dis- 
trict, no pedestrian shall cross a 
roadway other than by arroute at 
right angles to the.curb; and any 
pedestrian so crossing at any place 
other, than at a crosswalk shall 
yield the right of way to all ve- 
hicles upon the roadway. 

It shall be unlawful for any 
person to stand in a roadway for 
the purpose of or while soliciting 
a ride from the operator of any 
private vehicle, 

Piaying on Street Prohibited 
It shall be unlawful for children 
or others to play games of any 
kind, in or upon the portion of 
the streets described as roadways 
in any part of the city. 

Rroulevard Stops 

The council shall designate and 
declare as such from time to time 
what streets.and parts of streets 
shall be designated as boulevards 
for the purpose of boulevard staps.
